In the paat two montha six mnjor outragea 
have been committed by the Yugoslavian 
Jorees or Marshal Tito. On Juno 19 and again 
on June 30 Yugoslav patrolu entered the al- 
lied occupation zone of Venezla Olulla. In the 
Trieste area, on the latter occasion surround- 
ing a British patrol with the explanation that 
they were acting on orders. On July 12 Yugo- 
slavs crossed the boundary or the American 
sector or Venezla Glulla and twice rircd with- 
out provocation upon Investigating U. S. 
troops: on July 13 American soldiers dIscoV' 
ered that Yugoslavs had again penetrated 
the area and had set up a machine-gun post 
near the scene ol the previous day's trouble.

^moderation" of the war reparations she asks 
— and to announce that Romania, beaten 
'axis satellite, will not pay the "excessive" rep- 
iiratlons demanded by the western allies. The 
Bulgarian representative at Paris tokcs the 
iloor for a scathing assault on Oreece and de- 
mands that Bulgaria, HlUerlan ally, be given 
^territory belonging to Greece, Hltlerian vic- 
tim. 

■ Nor Is- Yugoslavia alone In the apparent 
tliGreg&rd of self-interest she exhibits. Small 
toatlon Poland repeatedly votes at Paris 
against giving email nations a greater say In 
the formation of the peace treaties — voting 
with large nation Russia. 

Yugoslavia's unwarranted boldness seems 
much like that of the little boy so familiar In 
every American neighborhood. He can't fight 
B lick himself— but he seeks nevertheless, to 
Impose his will on stronger playmates by 
threatening to send his big brother after 
them If they oppose him. In so doing, he dis- 
regards the' fact that big brother himself 
might not relish a scrap. 

The big brother In this case, of course. Is 
Russia. And now that the United States and 
Great Britain have with official communica- 
tions "laid down the law" to Yugoslavia in 
no uncertain terms. It would bo wise Indeed 
for big Marshal Stalin to take little M&rahal 
Tito aside and Just as definitely explain the 
facts of- life to him. 



LEFT fVING FORTUNES 
A mild controversy is simmering In New 
York as to whether the very left wing Ameri- 
can lAbor party did or did not take a severe 
whipping In the recent party primaries. 

Pro-communist Congressman Marcantonlo 
lost the QdP nomination and pulled through 
In the Democratic primaries only because the 
Tammany machine backed him. But he did 
pull through, and he is the regular Demo- 
cratic nominee for congress. Pro-communist 
Eugene Connolly did lose -both major party 
nominations, but he will be up on the ALP 
ticket and he did get several thousand votes 
In GOP and Democratic ranks. 
Throughout the country, as a whole the 
^loft-wlngers made a pretty poor showing. But 
they exhibited enough strength in New York 
so that they cannot be written off. There is 
yet the possibility of three pro-communist 
representatives from the empire state. The 
situation Is worth watching.

Naturally. Elll«tt deplcU hU fath- 
er as the hero of the meetings and 
Churchill as his Interior. Churchill, 
always a prolific pot-t»ller In tho 
Joumalltm ot inls country and hla 
own, deserves the courtesy and Ji 
tlce o[ an Invitation lo reply, at 
his regular rale. An able msn In 
ojntroversy whfce speeches In tho 
war wlU ring and resound with 
poetic and dramatic beauty by 
trast wltli Roosevelt's stilted 
descerulon to ihat gibbering slob of 
his own snoliilsh Imagining, the 
common man. Churchill could be 
tnulcd to take his ov^'n part sgalnst 
a phenomenal tyro without the help 
of a shMt. But the Interests of 



falmeH. public information and his- 
torical truth demand that he con- 
quer hli own qualms and report his 
version. 

We read under EUlott'a name that 
ChurclUU -waj -beBlnalng to look 
apoplectic." that he "began heavily" 
a remark about British empire trade 
agreements and, In another page, 
that "he growled." These are the 
Interpretations of a hosUle observer 
to which a loyal friend of Churchill 
might report that Roosevelt had the 
appearance of one who had suffered 
cerebral thromboals, that ho "cBCkled 
Inanely" and that he 'svore with 
the disgusting affectation ot a ma- 
maa* boy who had studied swearing 
for a purpose." 

—When wg flnd-EUtott-TCportter 
that, after A night conference which 
revealed Churchill "In fine form," 
a whole- botlle-ol-brandy-had-bsen 
emptied, we must analyze the pass- 
age for explicit language. We find 
no sUUment that Churchill, alone, 
had drunk the whole bottle of 
brandy, hut' a remark that "It any- 
thing, his mind seamed to work 
more clearlj', his tongue more 

I suppose Elliott meant me to 
understand that Churchill did drink 
It aU, that his 'father and the rest 
drank nothing. By the phrase "If 
anything" Elliott tells me that 
Churchill stood to hU glasses steady 
where another man might have pas- 
sed out, drunk. 

It la common knowledge that 
Churchill Is a brandy man but It U 
not common knowledge nor Is It true 
thst either Preatdint Roosevelt or 
Elliott shunned alcohol. The Presi- 
dent drank martinis, which are 
much more potent than brandy and 
a horror to all well-mannered 
drinkers ot respectable taste. Elliott 
drlnka as much as Churchill on oc- 
casion and he would not be the one 
to say whether his own mind works 
more clesrly and his tongue more 
easily when he docs. If they do he Is 
a great drinker. 

If unoonllrmed and uiuupported 
violations of the coda of hospitality 
and civilised manners are to bo 
the missiles of this unprovoked com- 
mercialised controversy, and this 
meeting occurred aboard the U.S.S. 
Augusta with Roosevelt as host, then 
I may say that tho late Oen. Hugh 
Johnson told me ot an all-night 
visit with FDR during which Roose- 
velt emptied a stone bottle of Hol- 
land gin and got drooling drunk. 

HU wits, as usual, was Off on Uie 
road. He usually tossed In three 
quick marUnls before he made \a 
dinner speech and the audible radw 
records ot his speech In New Vorft 
the night of the day that he rode la 
the rain lo defeat Tom Dewey la 
1044. on close attention, will atrong - 
ly Invite the conclusion that he got 
absolutely plaslered warding oft a 
cold for he chuckled like a squirrel 
and had only a vsgue Idea of what 
he was saj-lng. 

Altogether and unintentionally, 
however, Elliott set up a wish that 
t]U old man hnd been a brandy man 
too, Churchill's patriotism thrived 
on something and It may htve been 
his brandy and It was hli loyalty to 
tha BnUsh empire thst EUlott finds 
most of tensive.
